The following account of jthe killing i 
of William Orkies, son of Mr. and Mrs. | 
Hehry Orkies, of*this county-, is from 
the Louisville Times of Friday evening: 

William Orkies, aged thirty years, of 
2006 Seventh street, a blacksmith em¬ 
ployed at the Kentucky Wagon Works, j 
was shot and instantly killed by his, 
bosom friend, John Riley, agtd twenty-1 
one years, at 12:52 o’clock this after- 1 
noon at Riley & Miller’s saloon, at 1885 
Seventh street, where Riley was a bar¬ 
tender fo- his father. 

The killing was purely accidental, ac- j 
cording to statements of witnesses of 1 
the shooting. Following the killing a 
morbid crowd of several hundred gath¬ 
ered at the scene in a few minutes and j 
despite the fact that all doors and win- j 
dows of the place were immediately { 
closed and securely fastened, the pres¬ 
ence of a detail of four patrolmen was 
necessary to keep back the people anxi 
ous to get a glimpse of the dead man. 

Riley immediately surrendered to 
Patrolman Browning, who lives near; 
the scene and was off duty at the time 
of the killing, and County Patrolman 
Sullivan. He was taken to the jail, 
where a charge of murder is registered ( 
against him. He declines to make any 
statement other than that the killing 
was accidental. 

There were four eye witnesses to the 
shooting, among them being Thomas 
Munford, a brother-in law of the vic¬ 
tim. To him fell the lot of breaking to 
his sister the hews of her husband's 
death. 

A. Arnold, of 1887 Seventh street, a 
-witness of the killing, tells the follow¬ 
ing story: “Orkies entered the saloon 
and asked Riley, who was behind the 
bar, for a glass of water. Riley jok¬ 
ingly replied that he would not give 
him water. Whereupon Orkies picked 
a glass off the counter and said he 
would take it. Riley replied that he 
was a good shot and often played in 
Wild West shows at local theaters. 
Riley then picked up the revolver from 
behind the bar and held it in his hand. 
Orkies stood directly in front of him. 
Suddenly the weapon discharged and 
Orkies fell back dead.” 

The weapon was of thirty-eight cali¬ 
bers, easy on the trigger. The bullet 
struck Orkies directly in the center of 
the forehead and penetrated the brain. 
Death was instantaneous. Orkies fell 
back in his tracks and never moved. The 
body lay on the floor of the saloon for 
several hours with the feet under the , 
bar rail. 

Patrolman Browning, who lives near 
by, and was off duty, rushed to the sa¬ 
loon, arriving about the same time as 
did County Patrolman Sullivan. The 
latter took charge of the prisoner. 

A telephone call was sent to the 
Sixth-district station house and Capt. 
Wickham and a detail of officers were 
hurried to the scene in the patrol wag¬ 
on. Coroner Grov^-was called and no-'

The unfortunate young man wa9 a 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Henry Orkies, of 
near this place, and was well-known in 
the county. For some time he had re¬ 
sided in Louisville, where he was mar¬ 
ried several years ago. 

Mr. Thos. O’Bryan, who attended I 
the funeral in Louisville Sunday after- j 
noon, informs The Sun that the body i 
■was followed to its last resting place I 
by one of the largest crowds he had i 
ever seen at a funeral, and that the! 
floral tributes were unusually handsome 
and numerous, all of which shows the 
unfortunate man was held in the high¬ 
est esteem by his friends in Louisville. 
Mr. O'Bryan also informs us that the 
young man who did the killing is pros¬ 
trated, and it is necessary to constant¬ 
ly watch him to prevent him from tak¬ 
ing his own life. 

Mr. Henry Orkies, father of the un¬ 
fortunate, attended the funeral, but 
the mother was prostrated by the shock 
and could not leave her bed. 

The deceased was a member of the 
Catholic church.
